,hat' two of the Tetsurel's lifeboats 
anded forty passengers, who tell of 
larrowing scenes when the befogged 
vessel 
struck. 
Six lifeboats 
were 


aunched and filled with 
passengers. 


There was no panic, and even-thing 
was carried off in the most orderly 
manner. 


The captain and the majority of the 


crew were unable to leave the steamer. 
Six first class passengers were saved, 
ncludlng W. Cunningham, the British 
/ice consul'at Osaka, as well as thir- 
teen second class passengers. 


One hundred and five third class 


passengers and fifty-nine soldiers were 
laken off in boats, and there is reason

ing the afternoon and evening. 


Recognize* Right to Strike. 


Early in the afternoon. In a tele- 


gram to Sheriff Orr. the governor rec- 
ognized the right of a union organiza- 
tion to go on a strike if it so elects, 
but declared the privilege does not ex- 
tend to a forcible prevention of others 
from working. 
Hearing that a crowd of strike sym- 


pathizers, which was described to him 
as being a "mob,"'had delayed a Grand 
Trunk train at South Bend for five 
hours, the governor wired Sheriff Wil- 
liam F. Orr. of St. Joseph county, that 
if the report was true he must quell 
the mob or he (the governor) would 
tnke charge of the situation. Jn his 
message to the sheriff the governor 
took occasion to express his opinion 
that the trainmen had a 
right to 


strike, but that they must not forcibly 
prevent others from working or be 
permitted to destroy property. 


His message read as follows:

With 
equal frankness, however. I will ad- 
mit that some of the best stars oh the 
American stage today came out of the 
good dramatic schools in New Tork. 
Chicago and Boston: .and that, ^hero- 
fore, a good word must be said for 
some of these schools and their sys- 
tems. 


"The trouble Is. most candidates for 


stage education ars beginners: and 
the Inevitable and pathetic auallty of
